Claims 3, 4, 9 and 10 relate to subject-matter considered by this Authority to be 
covered by the provisions of Rule 67.1 (iv) PCT.

SECTION V: 

1 ) Documents D4 to D7 describing the azabicyclo compounds in question for the 
treatment of Tourette's syndrome, Alzheimer's disease and other cognitive 
disorders, represent the closest prior art documents. 

The subject-matter of the claims differs therefrom in that these compounds are 
combined with a specific statin, lovastatin being one of them. 

The person skilled in the art would then turn to document D2, which describes that 
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lovastatin decreases the formation of the Alzheimer p-amyloid peptide in patients. 

However, the person skilled in the art would not have combined document D2 
with one of D4 to D7 because document D2 states in the last paragraph that 
statins could substantially reduce the risk of dementia so that their usefulness for 
the treatment of dementia was still vague. 

Therefore the subject-matter of the claims involves an inventive step. 

2) For the assessment of the present claims 3, 4, 9 and 10 on the question whether 
they are industrially applicable, no unified criteria exist in the PCT Contracting 
States. The patentability can also be dependent upon the formulation of the 
claims. The EPO, for example, does not recognize as industrially applicable the 
subject-matter of claims to the use of a compound in medical treatment, but may 
allow, however, claims to a known compound for first use in medical treatment 
and the use of such a compound for the manufacture of a medicament for a new 
medical treatment. 
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
